TO MARK SOLDIERS' GRAVES 


Thirty Headstones 
Arrived 
Saturday 


to Be Placed Over Graves of Veterans 
of the Civil War. 


Every veteran of the civil war, whose 


body is buried in tliis city in 
either 


.Mound cemltTy or the Catholic cemetery 
will be given a headstone, and within a 
few days there will not be a grave in 
either place that is not fitly marked to 
commemorate ,thc hero, whose body it 
contain*'. Up to tho present time there 
have been a number of old soldiers bur- 
ied in unmarked graves and except for 
the knowledge of u few friends, there 
wtis no sign to indicate their last rest- 
ing place. 


At the request of the government au- 


thorities, a list of all the soldiers buried 
here was recently sent to Washington 
and on Saturday, "thirty'headstones,-each 
bearing a veteran's name, the name of 
his regiment, tho number of the company 
and the state from which he enlisted 
were received in this city. The stones 
will be placed on the graves in both 
cemcterifs. 
So far as is 
known, 
the 


thirty stones will provide for all of the 
veterans buried here, but in. case more 
arc learned of, stones will be procured.

BODY HANGING 
INTERVENTION^ URGED HEAVIEST MAN, 


FROM THE DOOR 


Was the Sight Which Greeted Mrs. Evan 


Roberts Saturday Night—Hus- 


band a Suicide. 


HE WAS BADLY HURT LAST FAL! 


Has Not Been, Right Since Accident In 


November—Deceased Experienced Much 
Trouble During Forty-four 
Years of 


Life—Leaves Wife.and Three Brothers. 


When Mrs. Roberts, 712 Villa street re- 


turned to her home about 8:45 o'clock 
Saturday night, after being down town 
and purchasing meat for Sunday dinner, 
she was horrified to discover her'husband 
Evan Roberts, hanging from a door with 
a rope around his neck. Hastily calling 
a neighbor they cut the body down and 
soon Dr. Hahn was at the scene, but the 
man was dead. -Coroner Jonas Hoyle 
was notified and after making an inves- 
tigation decided that an inquest was not 
necessary and issued a burial permit. Mr. 
Roberts was bora in Wales 41 years and 
eleven days ago and when he came to 
America settled in Ilacinc and for several 
years was engaged in the tar roof busi- 
ness. 


Su-stained Injuries Last Year. 


Last November Mr. Roberts visited 


Kenosha Kid while • there fell from a 
freight car an.d sustained injuries about 
the head. From that time he was not 
right and Dr. .W. S. Haven who attended 
him was often obliged to give him in- 
jections to alleviate the pain. Saturday 
he did not. appear to be any worse than 
at other times and was all right when 
Mrs. Roberts left, but evidently his suf- 
ferings became so great that he determin- 
ed to end them and carefully planned the 
suicide. 


How He Did It. 


Securing a rope he tied the end to a 


door knob and threw the other end up 
over the door. Placing1 a chair close to. 
the door he mountc'd the same, adjusted 


noose about his neck and slowly sank 


down, or jumped off the chhir. When his 
wife found him his knees were against 
the chair bottom. It was evident that 
lie hung himself a few minutes after she 
left, and she was gone possibly one hour 
and a half. Physicia-ns and undertakers 
gave as their opinion that his neck was 
Broken. 


Had Much Trouble. 


During his residence in Racine Mr.1 


Roberts experienced considerable misfor-' 
.une 
and trouble. 
Perhaps a. year ago 


some person set fire to his home. Fire 
Marsh;'! Cape and police officers inves- 
tigated the case, but could not ascertain 
who committed the crime and the sensa-' 
ion it created died out. At another time 
ir reported to the police that he was 
icld up nnd robbed, but the highwaymen 
were never apprehended. About the city 
le was well known, having worked upon 
many buildings tarring the roofs. Besides 
a wife there survives him three brothers 
who reside in Wales.

ite a:id marble under consideration will 
be inspected. It is expected that the 
trip will consume a week or ton dajs. 


After the committee .returns to Madi- 


son the capitol commission will again 
consider the question of selecting the ma- 
terial for the exterior of the new state 
house and let the necessary contracts. 
The exterior material, whether granite 
or marble, will be about one foot thick 
and will be "tied" to the rest of the 
wall with blocks of the same material 
extending back to the inner surface of 
the walls. It is expected that the ex- 
terior material for the new capitol will 
cost between $1,400,000 and $1,700,000. 
The majority of the commission now 
seem to favor the Georgia white marble 
for exterior material.

The committee on charitable and penal 


institutions recommended for indelinito
